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NEW RECORDS FOR TRICHOPTERA IN NORTH DAKOTA’

ABSTRACT: The known ranges of Cheuniatopsyche pasella Ross and Hydropsyche 
piatrix Ross are extended westward to include North Dakota. 

DESCRIPTORS: Hydropsychidae, State records, North Dakota. 


Chewnatopsyclie pasella Ross is primarily northeastern in 
distribution, extending as far south as Georgia 'and as far west as 
Wisconsin (Miller, 1965). C. pasella was collected in Richland and 
Ransom Counties, North Dakota during an investigation of small 
sandhill streams. A series of 54 adults, 12 males and 42 females, 
were collected in light traps in June and July, 1974. 

Ross (1944) gives the distribution of Hydropsyclie piatrix Ross 
as Missouri and Arkansas. Two females of this species were 
collected in light traps placed on the banks of a small stream in 
Richland County, North Dakota. The specimens were collected on 
June 5 and 9, 1974.
